No chapter in the history of the 
Oregon Trail rivals that of Robert 
Stuart’s overland 
expedition

peditions of Lewis and Clark and

Hunt 
preceded 
that of Stuart,

April 30, 1813, after covering (ac­ 
cording to Stuart's estimate) over 
3,700 miles, has become 
known 
through the publication

Tins journal, edited

completes

we tern half of the United States 
and takes its place as

Stuart, a native
